IN 11 CITIES 

Series of British leather goods 
weeks is being held in 11 Canadian 
cities this year. 

In his talk tc the Rotary Club, 
Mr, Buxton enumerated some of 
the problems peculiar to merchan- 
dising British leather goods in 
Canada. 

Because Canadians have long, 
narrow feet from riding in auto- 
mobiles, the British shoe doesn't 
fit in this country. Special shoes 
are designed for Canadians. 


EVEN BiLLFOLDS 

British bil'folds for export have 
to be smaller because Canadian 
bills are smaller than the British} 
pound note. 

Despite these differences, Brit- 
ish leather products have been well) 
received in Canada because of tra- 
dionally fine craftsmanship. 

The leather goods trade in 
Britain is made up of about 1,000 
small family firms that place a 
high premium on craftsmanship, 
the speaker said. 

Leather comes from many ali- 
imals. In addition to cattle, dogs, 
horses, birds and ostrich are com- 
mon sources of supply. Hides and 
skins come from every continent.

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To carry out the intent of the Alberta 
ture with regard to the Detwiler 
centre project, the Alberta cabinet 

ghould consider the evidence and render 
a decision upon the desirability of the plan 
as the Board of Public Utilities Commis- 
missioners was supposed to do and failed 
to do. 

The legislature ruled that a decision 
upon the value of this enterprise to kA- 
monton should be made by the Board, 

No such decision has been made. 

By no stretch of the imagination could 
a split decision be regarded as a negative 
decision. It is partly negative and partly 

sitive. One view cancels out the other. 

erefore no decision at all has been 
handed down and tht order of the legisla- 
ture remains unimplemented. 

It is eminently fitting that the cabinet 
should complete the work of the Board of 
Public Utilities Commissioners in the face 
of the Board's default. 

The cabinet, as the executive and ad- 
ministrative arm of the legislature, com- 
prises, in a sense, all boards and commis- 
sions set up by order of the legislature. 

It is through the cabinet that the legis- 


lative authority to establish such boards 
and commissions commonly passes. 

The cabinet is, in effect, the sum total 
of all these boards and commissions, And 
any special authority delegated by the 
legislature to a board or commission is en- 
joyed ex officio by the cabinet because the 
cabinet, in an executive sense, is the legis- 
lature in miniature. 

The Board of Public Utilities Commis- 
sioners has failed to carry out the instruc- 
tions of the legislature to approve or dis- 
approve of the Detwiler agreement as a 
project in the best interests or against the 
best interests of the city of Edmonton. 

That mandate has not been carried out, 
not because the Board has been remiss in 
its duty, but because its members have 
honestly and sincerely disagreed over the 
reading of the evidence. 

The mandate should be carried out. 
It must be carried out because the will of 
the legisiature is supreme. 

And the only possible body to carry it 
out is the cabinet itself. 

The cabinet should take transcripts of 
the evidence and give an approval or a dis- 
approval as the Board, being a two-man 
body, has been unable to do.

No Service to Canadian Justice 


The disgraceful and childish feud now 
being waged between the chief justice of 
the supreme court of Ontario and one of 
the justices of that court does no service 
to the judicial prestige of Canada. 

Mr. Justice W. F. Schroeder, it seems, 
was slated to preside at the criminal as- 
sizes in Toronto. x 

Chief Justice J. C. McRuer arrived un- 
expectedly from Peterborough and shunt- 
ed Mr. Justice Schroeder off the criminal 
assignment and took it himself. Mr. Jus- 
tice Schroeder was posted to hear certain 
civil cases. 

Now Mr. Justice Schroeder has ad- 
journed the court to which he was assign- 
ed and appears to be sulking in his cham- 
bers. 

It seems to be traditional in Canada 
that senior judges have a right to claim 


criminal trials and leave civil actions to 
junior judges. 

But that is hardly an excuse for the 
discourtesy with which the chief justice 
acted. Nothing in the circumstances con- 
stitute an excuse for the behavior of Mr, 
Justice Schroeder. 

Canadian justice is held to an exceed- 
ingly high standard by the calibre of the 
men appointed to the bench and by the 
dignity with which they maintain the im- 
portance of their vital office. 

The juvenile display of judicial tem- 
perament in Toronto tends to bring the 
entire judicial structure into disrepute. 

It must be resented by every judge in 
Canada as it is resented by every citizen 
who appreciates the tremendous national 
asset in a dignified and capable bench. 


President Truman Means Business 


Whatever criticism has been levelled 
against the statesmanship of President 
Harry S. Truman cannot be levelled 
against his energy and enterprise in plac- 
ing his country upon an effective defensive 
basis. 

His prompt dismissal of his secretary 
of defence when a lack of confidence in 
that secretary became apparent is the 
action of a man who does not propose to 
imperil American safety by personal 
favoritism. 

His selection of General George C. 


Marshall to succeed Secretary Louis John- 
son seems to indicate a determination to 
place the best available military brains in 
the highest defensive post. 

President Truman’s plan to scatter the 
national administrative offices over an 
area within a 30-mile radius of Washing- 
ton is intensely practical and realistic. 

The president may not be emerging 
from this crisis as a great statesman. But 
he is emerging as a man of decision and 
action who knows what he wants and is 
determined to get ‘it done.

The past two days have been 
bright and blue with a stiff 
breeze that whips at the Union 
Jack and Duplessis’ flag of Que- 
bec with its white cross and 
fleur de lis.

It is not a city best seen from 
the windows of a car, so we've 
been parking the station wagon 
up near the Chateau Frontenac 
and strolling about in discovery 
or merely sitting in the sun on 
a@ bench of the Dufferin Terrace. 

Here, directly in front of the 
Chateau, there is a wide plank 
promenade hanging on the face 
of the rock, a position of great 


advantage for the heavy black 
cannon that defended these ram- 
parts in tenser times or for to- 
day's goggle-eyed visitors, 

So we sit, lookifig down into 
the town below with its narrow 
streets and gabled roofs and 
there the gracious little church 
of Notre Dame des Victoirie 
fronting on the 17th century 
market place. The heavy bells 
are ringing. The sound of chil- 
dren Jaughing comes up from the 
ancient town below,

Your eyes look beyond to the 
river where the squat, snub 
nosed ferries shuttle through . 
the white caps on the St. Law- 
rence to the town of Levis, Off 
to the east is the graceful span 
of the bridge to Ile D'Orleans, 
The river is alive with activity 
and it's interesting to speculate 
on the scene as Jt must appear in 
winter, 

The terrace and the square in 


* front of the chateau, wheré you 


may rent a Victoria or Caleche 
with yellow-spoked wheels, is 
aswarm with tourists. So too, is 
Cape Diamond, crowned by the 
citadel and, beyond, the Plains 
of Abraham, 

But a stroll in any direction’ 
will take you into the old and 
authentic cobblestoned alleys 
where you can feel that you are 
in another age, 

Then it will be time for lunch 
and an introduction to snails, 
which no one will dare admit are 
a disappointment, 


Regret And 
The Desire 


The essence of Quebec's charm 
is age. A modern city, even on 
such a magnificent site, could 
never nave this deep appeal for 
the outsider. 

This is especially true for the 
great many New Yorkers who 
come this way and it is true for 
us, too, coming from a part of 
Canada where an old building 
is genera'ly an eyesore and not 
a subject of reverence. 

But it is more than that. 
Against this historic and very 
European backdrop there moves 
a population of ‘such vivacity and 
outward charm that the visitor is 
enchanted, 

“People look so happy,” our 
10-year-old observed yesterday 
and this is no more than the 
truth. On the other hand, maybe 
people are saying that about us. 

Only one thing stands in the 
way of complete enjoyment of 
this environment and that is the 
language gap, and we have made 
a solemn pact that before we 
come this way again something 
will be done about that. 

A pamphlet on the city that I 
picked up yesterday had these 
words: “May the stranger leav- 
ing Quebec have only one re- 
gret: to be unable to stay here 
longer; and only one desire: to 
be able to come back.” 

It sounds like a perfect de 
scription of these four strangers.

Wind Seems to Blow Toward East 


Little toy balloons riding the 
west wind are taking the gospel 
of the European Recovery Pro- 
gram into countries behind the 
Iron Curtain 

American officials of the eco- 
nomic co-operation administra- 
tion today cited these two evi- 
dences that the balloon propa- 
ganda barrage is getting results: 

1. Dozens of replies have been 
received from people in Com- 
munist-ruled countries. 

2. The Communists have shown 
their irritation by a counter- 
propaganda attack. They charge 
that the printed messages car- 
ried by the balloons a.e infected 
with poison bacteria—so people 


won't read them—and that the 
balloons are a trick by Western 
war plotters to test wind cur- 


rents for polson attacks against 
Eastern Eurorpe, 


Being Read 
Anyway 

Bota these charges were print- 
ed recently by Communist news- 
papers in the Russian sector of 
Berlin. 

But the replies coming into 
ECA offices from people in 
Communist areas indicate that 
the messages are being read 
despite the Communist warn- 
ings 
About 100,000 balloons have 
been sent up from ECA ex- 
hibits in Denmark and Western 
Germany 

The balloons, about one foot in 
diameter, are filled with hydro- 
gen. Lf the wind is right, they 
will soar hundreds of miles. Hun- 
dreds are known to have reached 
the Russian Zone of Germany 
and Poland. A few answers also 


have been received from Hung- 
ary, Austria, Czechoslovakia and 
Lithuania 

The balloons are sent up by 
individuals attending the FCA 
exhibits, where Europe's recov- 
ery under the Marshall Plan is 
demonst-ated, 

Attached is a message saying: 

“This balloon is bringing you 
friendly greetings from a Euro- 
pean who visited a movable ex- 
hibit of the Marshall Plan in the 
city which is cross marked on 
the right side of this card and 
who causes this balloon to rise 
as a syinbol of freedom, 


Merchandise 
Will Follow 


“Just as this balloon has flown 
over cilies and countries, in 
much the same way one day 
merchandise and consumer goods 


will cross the countries of a 
healthy and united Europe. 

“In such a Europe, the cus- 
toms barriers and trade re- 
straints will be reduced to a 
minimum, the currencies will be 
convertible, and all men will be 
employed to produce the neces- 
sary goods for other Europeans. 

“Perhaps you too will soon 
have an opportunity to visit this 
exhibit in your city, You too will 
then be able to release such a 
symbolic balloon to carry your 
greetings to other Europears.” 

The balloons a not aimed 
solely—or even primarily—at 
countries behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. They are to publicize the 
Marshall Plan throughout Eur- 
ope—wherever they fall. 

But the wind seems to blow 
strongly toward the east these 
days.

We should never forget that the 
Communists accept implicitly the
